DISPEL MYSTERY 


OF LIBERTY BELL 


Old Letters Just Found Tell 


Origin of Inscription. 


HISTORIANS LONG BAFFLED 


Curator of Independence Hall, P hila ­ 
delphia, Discovers Correspondence of 
Isaac Morris, Superintendent of Sta te- 
house In 1751, Which Explains How 
Bell Came to Carry Fa m ous Words. 


The greet mystery of the Liberty bell, 
the maimer In which the famous in­ 
scription, “ Proclaim Liberty Through­ 
out All the Land Unto All the Inhabit­ 
ants Thereof,” came to be cast in the 
bell, and the reason for it, which has 
baffled the historian for half a cen­ 
tury, has at last been solved. 
With 
the finding a few days ago of letters 
written by Isaac Morris, who was su­ 
perintendent of the old statehouse in. 
Philadelphia when the bell was order­ 
ed in 1751, Wilfred Jordan, curator 
of Independence hall in that dty, has 
been able to supply the long sought 
explanation. 
According to the papers which have 
disclosed the secret, the Inscription 
was placed on the bell in England 
when it was made in 1731. 
The ob­ 
ject was to dedicate the be LI as a 
memorial op the fiftieth anniversary 
of tfie granting of the charter to the 
city of Philadelphia by William Penn. 
The words were suggested by Morris, 
who was a profound Biblical student 
and they were taken from the tenth 
verse of the twenty-fifth chapter of 
Leviticus. 
How Bell W as M anned. 
This intelligence is contained in let­ 
ters addressed to members of the as­ 
sembly by Morris when the plans for 
the bell were under consideration. 
It 
had been planned to celebrate the an­ 
niversary of the city's semicentennial, 
and as the small bell usedain the state- 


uuuise iiau piweu. msuiiicieiii u was 
suggested that a mammoth memorial 
bell be made to replace it which would 
be the largest in British America. 
The bell is a copy of the famous 
“ Big Ben,'* the largest of the bells in 
Westminster abbey, London. The firm 
which cast the bell in London wns 
that of Thomas Lester, which is still in 
business. 
One of the letters written by Morris 
states that when the bell was recast in 
this country to improve the sound Pass 
and Stow, the mechanics, made a bet­ 
ter job of the inscription than th« 
makers in London, the letters being 
more legible and more artistic. 
The recasting of the bell was made 
necessary because of a crack which oc­ 
curred within a year after its arrival 
In this couutry. The two colonists who 
were given the Job of recasting it add­ 
ed ono and one-half ounces of copper 
to every pound of the bell metal, which, 
they believed, would not only make 
the bell tougher, but add to its sound. 
The result, however, was to give the 
bell so muffled a tone as to fender it | 
unfit for use, and the two men who re-; 
cast it were subjected to so much ridi. 
cnle that they begged for permission to | 
do the job over. 
Cracked a t Marshall Funeral. 
This was granted, and after the cop­ 
per had been reduced to a lesser pro­ 
portion the bell was replaced In the 
tower, finer that ever, where it hung 
until thirty-six years after it had been 
cracked the second time. 
This last 
break, which is the one which is now 
seen in the bell, occnrred at the funeral 
of Chief Justice John Marshall on 
July 4, 18 35, and not on July 4, 1776. 
when the Declaration of Independence 
was proclaimed. 
One of the letters written by M-orris, 
dated March 10,1753, after the bell had 
broken the first time, is in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“ It was cracked by the stroke of the 
clapper, without any other violence, as 
It was hung up to try the sound. 
Though this was not very agreeable to 
us, we concluded to send it back tc 
London by Captain Budden, but he 
could not take it aboard, upon which 
two ingenious workmen undertook tc 
cast it here. I am just now informed 
that they have this day opened the 
mold and have got a good bell, which 
I confess, pleases me very much that 
we should first venture upon and suc­ 
ceed in the crea test hell cacf for onarM 


I know’, in England and America. The 
mold was finished in a very masterly 
manner, and the letters. I am told, are 
better than on the old one.”

EUROPE TAKES A 
HANDJN AFFAIRS 


Wants to Know Our Intentions 


Regarding Mexico. 


DEMANDS OUR EARLY ACTION 


Affecting to Be “ Ex tremely Anno y ed” 
at What Seem s to Them the Inex pli­ 
cable Attitude o f the Wilso n Admin­ 
istratio n To ward Mex ico , Euro pean 
Go v ernments Are Beg inning to In­ 
quire What We Are Go ing to Do . 


W ashington, Ju ly 16 .—It is b ecom­ 
ing apparent tha t P resident W ilson 
and Secretary of S tate Wm. J. Bry an 
will b e u nab le mu ch longer to ignore 
the situ ation in Mex ico as a grav e and 
pressing international prob lem which 
the U nited S tates as the responsib le 
nation 
in 
the 
w estern 
hem isphere 
m u st squ arely face. 
This has b ecome 
ev ident from im portant recent dev el­ 
opm ents. 
It was disclosed, for one thing, that 
all the foreign m inisters in Mex ico 
City recently drew u p an identical note 
which they dispatched to their gov ­ 
ernm ents, solem nly declaring that the 
U nited S tates b y its stu b b orn refu sal 
to recognize the M ex ican gov ernm ent, 
is directly contrib u ting to the increas­ 
ing disorder in that cou ntry . 
The 
identical note u rged that the other 
gov ernm ents call u pon the W ashington 
gov ernm ent either to recognize the 
H u erta gov ernm ent or u ndertak e the 
task of restoring order in Mex ico. 
It was fu rther disclosed tha t the 
diplom atic representativ e of at least 
one Eu ropean power has called u pon 
S ecretary Bry an and presented prac­ 
tically the alternativ es u rged b y the 
diplom atic corps in Mex ico City . 
Mr. 
B ry an was requ ested to inform this 
gov ernm ent w hat the U nited States 
Intends to do, if any thing, with re­ 
gard to the international nu isance ex ­ 
isting in w hat is v irtu ally its b ack 
y ard. 
Fu rtherm ore, it b ecam e k nown def­ 
initely that ev ery great foreign office 
in Eu rope is disgu sted with tire fail­ 
u re of the U nited States to do any ­ 
thing directly or indirectly to reliev e 
the frightfu l state of affairs in Mex ico. 
The Eu ropean gov ernm ents are “ev - 
trem ely annoy ed,” as one em b assy ex ­ 
pressed it, at w hat seem s to them the 
inex plicab le attitu de of the W ilson 
gov ernm ent tow ard Mex ico. 
The in­ 
crease of anti-A m ericanism in Mex ico 
has really b een welcomed b y Eu ropean 
gov ernm ents, which hope that this 
b old ex hib ition of hostility to Am eri­ 
ca and the Am erican em b assy there 
will goad the United States into doing 
som ething. 
It is a m ax im in all Latin 


j Am erican cou ntries that no gov ern- 
; m ent in that part of the world which 
falls to receiv e the recognition of the 
U nited S tates can long e x ist 
Knowing this, the diplom atic corps 
In Mex ico City , the gov ernm ents of 
Eu rope and the M ex icans them selv es 


j are ex plaining 
the 
refu sal 
of 
the 
U nited S tates to recognize the present 
gov ernm ent of Mex ico solely on the 
assu m ption that the U nited States de­ 
sire» that the H u erta gov ernm ent b e 
destroy ed. 
In 
Eu rope 
they 
hav e 
reached the conv iction that President 
W ilson and Mr. Bry an are persisting 
in their attitu d e w ith the delib erate 
intention 
o f hav ing conditions get so 
v ery b ad in Mex ico tha t there will b e 
a su fficient ex cu se to interv ene. 
M ex icans declare P resident W ilson 
is hoping that b y holding off b e will 
the m ore easily tak e possession of 
Mex ico, which has ex hau sted herself 
in internal dissension. 
In all L atin 
Am erica the b elief is growing that the 
U nited States is w aiting for Mex ico to 
destroy herself. T hat these b eliefs are 
ab solu tely grou ndless does not m ak e 
their ex istence in the m inds of other 
gov ernm ents any the less em b arrass­ 
ing. 
W ith pressu re b eing b rou ght to b ear 
o n the United S tates b y other gov ­ 
ernm ents, the W ilson adm inistration 
finds Itself in a m ost difficu lt situ ation. 
As has b een told in these dispatches, 
it has tied its hands in regard to Mex ­ 
ico b y refu sing to recognize the H u er­ 
ta gov ernm ent 
The adm inistration 
pinned its faith to the hope that Mex ­ 
ico wou ld not rise as a pressing prob ­ 
lem u ntil tariff and cu rrency cou ld b e 
g o t ou t of the way and tha t after the 
M ex ican elections In O ctob er a new 
gov ernm ent wou ld cpme into office, 
which the United S tates consistently 
cou ld recognize. 
The indications now 
are tha t the Mex ican situ ation will no t 
w ait o n the w ishes of the adm inistra­ 
tio n. 
To chang e the po licy no w wo uld be 
difficult 
Reco g nitio n o f Huerta at 
this time wo uld be a co nfessio n be­ 
fo re the wo rld that a m istake had been 
made. 
Self-stultificatio n wo uld be the 
result o f do ing no w What 
fo r fo ur 
mo nths it has refused to do . 
On the 
o ther hand, interv entio n in Mex ico is 
the v ery last thing the Wilso n admin­ 
istratio n co ntemplates o r wishes fo r. 
It is ex pected that the administratio n 
will o o ntinue its day -to -day po licy un­ 
til so me v eritable ex plo sio n fo rces its 
hand.

himself. 
Most of the m anu script is b eing kept in 
a safe deposit’ v au lt, w hile the fo ur 
b ook s of the gospels and the bo o k o f 
Acts are b eing pu t into ty pe. 
Mr. Jones b egan his 
wo rk tw enty - 
one y ears ago, w hen he w as six ty 
y eaifs old, and he has dev oted m ost o f 
his tim e since to the translation. 
He 
has acqu ired considerab le fam e in Ills 
specialty of phonetic spelling, 
hav ing 
originated a m ethod which 
eliminates 
all sileht letters and su b stitu tes. He 
is the au thor of the “ Alphabet o f O r­ 
thoepy and Its Application 
to Mo no ­ 
sy llab les,” which was at o ne time the 
spelling b ook u sed m ost In the public 
schools of his

Mr. Jo nes say s 
that three dictionaries 
in this co untry 
and three in England 
afe no w using 
the sy stem he inv ented.

d ate of its choice as was the National 
Association of Manu factu rers. Each 
of these associations was within its 
rights, bu t the point is that, if one 
is to be su spected of fou l means be­ 
cau se of the ex ercise of this right, 
so mu st the other be. 
If the motiv e 
of the one in organizing a campaign 
for Mr. Watson is to be su spected , 
the motiv e of the other in orgnizing a 
campaign for Mr. Marshall mu st be 
open to equ al su spicion. 
And if the 
one is to be inv estigated as to how

spent money for Watson, Ihe 
other 
mu st be inv estigated concerning ex ­ 
pend itu re of money 
for 
Marshall. 
The tru th is, the thing is now ru nning 
amu ck so far afield that ev ery bod y 
shou ld be inv estigated . 
Let no man 
who has ev er taken an 
interest 
in 
polities, or ev erted himself activ ely 
for or against any cand id ate, escape 
withou t telling why he d id it. 
It is among the po ssibilities tha t 
Mr. Ma rsha ll ma y beco me president, 
fo r the reason tha t ha v ing been elec-, 
ted go v erno r o f India na in 1 9 0 8 he 
wa s elected v ice president in 1 9 1 2 . 
The cha ra cter, mo tiv e a nd metho d o f 
his o rga nized suppo rt in 1 9 0 8 sho uld 
be ma de kno wn, if the theo ry is to 
be a ccepted tha t a ca ndida te receiv ­ 


ing organized bu siness su pport is au 
object of su spicion. 
We d o not say 
so. 
That is the contention of 
the 
v isionaries, bu t as they are now ru l­ 
ing the roost, it is well to d eal with 
their contentions in as practical a 
way as possible. And the most prac­ 
tical way of d ealing with the conten­ 
tion that a cand id ate with organized 
su pport by any bu siness interest is

Farmers and sportsmen wd io hav e 
been ov er the fiel,d s and w’ood of thi 
cou nty this su mmer report that th*» 
prospects are ex tremely good tor a 
large crop of qu ail and rabbits. The 
d ry weather is responsible for 
the 
improv ed cond ition more than any ­ 
thing else, it is said , becau se all of 
the little bird s and 
y ou ng 
rabbit 
can be sav ed and raised to matu rity 
after they are at once brou ght into 
ex istence. When heav y rains com© in 
the su mmer season the water fills the 
rabbit nests and d rowns all of the lit­ 
tle ones. 
In the same 
manner 
the 
qu ail eggs are either 
d estroy ed 
or 
else the little bird s d ie after they are 
hatched , becau se they can not end u re 
wet field s and pond s of water on the 
grou nd . 
There has been no trou ble what­

both rabbits and qu ail is now well 
started . 
They are now at

FIRES TORPEDOES 


FROM AEROPLANE 


Naval Officer’s Invention Is a 


Marvel of Ingenuity. 


OFFICIALS 
ENTHUSIASTIC. 


Wa lter Fra zee Describes His Trip 
Acro ss the Atla ntic to Switzerla nd 


A Swo o p Fro m the Sky , a nd M issile la 
Sent o n Its W a y , Dro pping Fro m Air 
Cra ft a t High Speed— Na v a l Guns o f 
Present Da y Ca nno t Be Tra ined o n 
Aero pla ne When Go ing Sw iftly . 


Rear Ad miral Brad ley A. Fiske, u n­ 
til recently in command of the first d i­ 
v ision of the Atlantic fieet, now on 
d u ty as aid for operations in the nav y 
d epartment at Washington, has inv ent­ 
ed an apparatu s which is believ ed to 
make possible the firing of su bmarine 
torped oes from aeroplanes. The d ev ice 
can be fitted to any ty pe of aeroplane. 
Nav al officers who hav e seen the 
mod el in the patent office in Washing­ 
ton are enthu siastic ov er the possibili­ 
ties of the Fiske inv ention as a means 
of d efense. 
The torped o which the aeroplane at­ 
tachment is d esigned to d ischarge may 
be of any of the stand ard ty pes and 
is carried In chocks on the bottom or 
lower frame of the aeroplane. A strap 
connected with the aeroplane passes 
below the torped o, hold ing it, and is 
then again connected with the operat­ 
ing part of the aeroplane proper. The 
torped o is held rigid ly in place, its bow 
pointing in the same d irection u s the 
airship. 
The projectile is released by 
a lev er apparatu s operated by the foot 
of the av iator, the torped o falling hori­ 
zontally ou t of the chocks into the wa­ 
ter and then speed ing on its way to 
the ship against which it is aimed . 
Ho w To rpedo Is Directed. 
In d irecting and d eliv ering the at­ 
tack the nav al av iator flies at a com­ 
parativ ely high altitu d e to a point 
abou t 1,5 00 y ard s d istant from the tar­ 
get 
lie then swoops d owmward at a 
high rote of speed and as nearly v er- 
ically as i>osslble u ntil within ten or 
fifteen feet of the water, d irecting his 
flight so that on reaching the d esired

It is su s­ 
pend ed in the position which it as­ 
su mes in the water—that is, horizontal

d er the control of the av iator at aW 
times. 
The ad v antage of approaching the 
target at a relativ ely high elev ation 
and then rapid ly d escend ing to a lower 
one before releasing the torped o is. 
su pposing the target to be a battle­ 
ship, that it is practically impossible 
with present d ay nav al gu ns to hit an 
object falling from a great height ow­ 
ing to the resu lting change in range 
and the consequ ent elev ation of the 
gu ns. 
A dv a nta ges o f Inv entio n. 
The ad v antages obtained by proceed ­ 
ing to within abou t 1,5 00 y ard s of the 
enemy are that the chances of the tor­ 
ped o getting home are increased and 
the aeroplane is able to carry torpe­ 
d oes of lighter than ord inary weight 
since

ranges are mu ch heav ier than those 
fired at shorter d istances. 
While the Fiske inv ention is attract­ 
ing the attention of nav al officers here 
apd abroad , there comes news of still 
another wond erfu l inv ention, the ob­ 
ject of w hich is to protect war v essels 
from torped o attack. 
This inv ention 
is of Germcn origin. 
It is an “illu mi­ 
nated shell” load ed with calciu m car­ 
bid e. 
The shell is fired in the u su al 
way . 
On striking the water the shell sinks 
a few feet, and the water, entering the 
shell throu gh apertu res, sets u p chem­ 
ical action which generates gas, the 
resu lting bu oy ancy d riv ing the shell 
back to the su rface, after which the 
gas is au tomatically ignited , shed d ing 
an equ al light ov er a large area. The 
light is equ al to 3,000 cand le power 
and will bu rn for an hou r. The object 
of the inv entor is to su rrou nd a battle­ 
ship at night with these illu minated 
shells, thu s rend ering practically im­ 
possible the u nobserv ed approach of 
torped o craft of all ty pes.

large amount of the Bulgarian army ’s 
provisions has also been captured by 
the Greeks, and this may cause a com­ 
plete change in the Bulgar plan of 
campaign, even necessitating making 
terms of peace. 
Beginning of Hostilities. 
The steps that led to this bitter war­ 
fare between the aforetime allies, even 
after the congress of the powers at 
London had definitely settled the ap­ 
portionment of the territory of the de­ 
feated Turks among them, are curious. 
Summed up brietly they are as fol­ 
lows: 
Servia demanded the revision of the 
Serbo-Bulgarian treaty , which defined 
their respective spheres in the con­ 
q uered territory . 
Bulgaria absolute4y 
refused to agree to such revision. 
Overtures were made by Servia that 
both nations should partially demo­ 
bilize their forces pending a settlement, 
but in view of the military dispositions 
'» f Servia and Greece Bulgaria could 
not agree. 
The czar warned both Servia and 
Bulgaria as to the course that Russia 
would take toward the side which first 
started war aud invited the allies to 
send their premiers to St. Petersburg 
to arrange a settlement. 
Servia accepted, believing that the 
treaty would be modified. 
Bulgaria, 
however, refused to accept, req uiring 
first an assurance that the treaty 
should be respected. 
Not receiving this assurance. Bul­ 
garia refused to enter into any agree­ 
ment with the other "allies.” Instead, 
she actively prepared for war. 
In the meantime her armies in the 
field and those of the other Balkan 
states came into conflict, the com­ 
manding generals of ail acting with­ 
out authority from their respective 
governments. 
Naturally this ex traor­ 
dinary situation could not long ex ist 
without a formal declaration of hostili­ 
ties being made, and these were Anally 
Issued, but only after fighting had 
been going on for nearly a fortnight. 
Peeling at Vienna. 
The ci.« r\s invitation n, the allies 
to send their premiers to St. Peters­ 
burg to arrange a settlement aroused 
much feeling in Vienna, the Austrian 
capital, where it was regarded as 
leading forward to a Russian protecto­ 
rate over the Balkans, an event which 
might embroil Russia and Austro-Hun-

ULGARIA and its former allies, 
Greece, Servia and Montenegro, 
are now engaged in a death 
grapple over the spoils wrested 
from Turkey , after one of the blood- 
Ist wars in history . Dispatches, which 
are undoubtedly authentic, state that 
upward of 50.000 men have lost their 
lives since the beginning of hostilities, 
which commenced at least ten day s be­ 
fore a formal declaration of war was 
made. 
This is a greater slaughter 
than any recorded in the war against 
Turkey . 
Roumania, having swiftly mobilized 
500.000 troops, is already embroiled in 
the struggle and Austria, Russia and, 
in fact, all Europe is waiting fearful­ 
ly on the result. So terrible has been 
the slaughter that it is reported Czar 
Ferdinand, King Peter and King Con­ 
stantine are already anx ious to agree 
upon 
an 
armistice, 
it satisfactory 
terms can be arranged by the powers. 
Meanwhile horrible atrocities and 
wholesale massacres are reported from 
various towns and villages in the Bal­ 
kans. Some of the worst of these oc­ 
curred at Ivllkisch, Planitza and Ray - 
novo, where men, women and.children 
were burned alive by ^Bulgarians. 
At 
Kirkut the Bulgarian irregular troops, 
who are little more than brigands, 
burned to death 700 men by imprison­ 
ing them in a mosq ue, under which 
they ex ploded bombs, which set the 
building on fire. 
No Quarter Given. 
These outrages against the usages of 
civilized warfare resulted In reprisals 
by 
the 
Greeks 
and 
Serbs, 
when 
brought in contact with the Bulgars. 
Practically no q uarter is given or de­ 
manded. 
A correspondent in Macedo­ 
nia cables that the battles have been 
the most sanguinary in history , the at­ 
tacks freq uently being made at night, 


and unshamed is not only disconcert­ 
ing; it i£ hideous and awful.” 
Success of the Bulgars. 
The ultimate success of Bulgarian 
arms depends upon q uick action.

less she can speedily bring Servia and 
Greece to subjection she is lost, for the 
Roumanian army , now on the move.

thirty y ards and then resorting to the 
bay onet. 
In some instances both sides have 
advanced so densely that they had 
110 
room to use their bay onets, but tak­ 
ing them off, utilized them like sabers. 
When even these weapons failed them 
they seized each other’s throats and 
fought like wild beasts, strangling and 
biting each other ferociously . 
At Kotchana and Istip. In Macedo­ 
nia. a terrible battle was fought. 
It 
was practically a drawn battle, al­ 
though the Bulgarian general, Kovat- 
cheff. was forced to withdraw owing to 
the failure of his re-enforcements to 
arrive. 
Close to 40.000 men were kill­ 
ed or wounded in the three day s’ en 
gagemeuts, the Bulgarians losing np- 
ward of 20,000 men aud the Servians 
nearly as many . 


Cholera Breaks Out. 
To add to the other horrors of the 
war, cholera has broken out among the 
Servian wounded at Belgrade and is 
now raging fiercely , the death rate ris­ 
ing dally . 
It is also decimating the 
Red Cross camps for the wounded on 
the field. 
A terrible picture of the ex tent and 
effect of the war fever in the Balkans 
is given by Francis McCullaugh, the 
London Daily News correspondent, in 
Belgrade. 
McCullaugh states that the 
mutual hostility of the allies is intense 
and that the hatred which they now 
have for each other is far worse than 
that which they had for the Turk. 
“The natural conseq uence,” he say s, 
“is that manners have greatly degen­ 
erated and the peoples have become 
brutalized. 
Even the higher officials 
» re boorish and unshaven. Their treat­ 
ment of foreign diplomats and newspa­ 
per correspondents has never been 
eq ualed since the day s of that drunk­ 
en grand seigneur who used to hit am­ 
bassadors between the ey es. 
“In the light of recent revelations 
the great common crusade against the 
Turk, which so moved the heart of 
Christendom nine months ago. sinks 
p o the level of a robber confederacy for 
the purposes of loot. 
The territorial 
greed which now display s itself naked 


gary in war also. 
But witn tne ror- 
mnl declaration of war. between the 
states, this danger was averted. 
A dramatic feature of the interne­ 
cine war fever, which has been sweep­ 
ing oier southeastern Europe since 
the disagreement over the division of 
spoils arose. Was the ultimatum forced 
upon King Charles of Roumania, giv­ 
ing him the choice of signing an order 
for the mobilization of the great Rou­ 
manian army of 500.000 men or abdi­ 
cating. 
He had determined that Rou- 
mauia should remain ueutral in the 
fratricidal struggle that is now going 
on. but the head of the war party . 
Prime Minister "Titus Majoreseo, at the 
head of a mob of wildly shouting sup­ 
porters. coerced him into signing the 
order. 
According to the latest dispatches, 
Europe will now make no move to in­ 
terfere In the struggle betweeu the 
Balkan states. The problem which the 
powers now face is to localize hostili­ 
ties add keep the Turk from entering 
the arena also, as the porte seems in­ 
clined to do.

which has already engaged in several 
minor skirmishes, will be thrown in 
the balance against her. 
In the beginning the strategic aim 
of the Bulgarian movements was to 
cut off the Servian army operating in 
northern 
Macedonia 
from 
Belgrade 
and Saloniki. To do this seven bridges 
on the Servian railway north of Vran- 
je were destroy ed by the Bulgars, thus 
Isolating the Servians on the north, 
while the recapture of Bjevgels by the 
Bulgarian arms, which is forty -five 
miles northwest of Saloniki, cut them 
off from the Greeks on the south. 
These advantages, however, were min­ 
imized by the Greek successes iu 
southern Macedonia and by the sturdy 
defense of the Servian armies at 
Kotchana and Istip. 
At present a great part of the Bul­ 
garian army Is cut off from supplies, 
ex cept such as it can obtain on the 
enemies’ land and by road, a Greek 
force%under King Constantine at Doi- 
ran having severed their railroad con-

W ith St. La wrence River. 
Arrangements for the construction 
of a new^ canal between the Canadian 
great lakes and St. Lawrence river 
have advanced rapidly during the past 
few weeks, and having obtained offi­ 
cial support to the ex tent that the Ca­ 
nadian government will guarantee any 
issue of bonds necessary in connection 
with this matter, it is proposed to com­ 
mence construction work practically at 
once. 
The canal Is intended to assist the 
Canadian wheat growers who at pres­ 
ent have to break bulk as soon as the 
great lakes have been traversed, be­ 
fore the crop can be loaded into ocean 
going vessels. 
Tf this difficulty could 
be overcome, a vast amount of time, 
labor and money would be saved. 
It 
is, therefore, anticipated that the en­ 
terprise will pay for Itself without 
much difficulty . 
It is stated that the entire financing 
of the scheme tvill lie carried out In 
Canada.

“The mo n ey was placed fo r safe 
keepin g in the safe o f the P lan ters ho ­ 
tel in St. Lo uis, an d when the strike 
was n o t en ded in the tim e i-specified in 
my verbal co n tract w ith Mr. F ran k it 
was turn ed back to Mr. Schw edtm an .
